THE  PREMDENT:  This  Is  an  application  ^or 
a  Commission  bv  Mr.  ’lattice  for  the  accused  — 

*IR.  MATTICE:  No,  this  is  in  the  general 
Manchurian  Phase;  the  witness  I8HIHARA. 

THE  FREf-TDENT:  —  for  the  witness,  I8HIHARA, 
who  resides  at  Fukuura,  32  hours  train  Journey  from 
Tokyo,  and,  who,  on  account  of  illness  is  unable  to 
attend  the  court. 

We  told  you  that  all  you  had  to  do  was 
apply  to  a  Commission  and  we  will  issue  you  one.  You 
need  not  worry  about  the  drafting  of  it. 

You  are  not  opposing  it,  Brigadier  Quilliam? 

BRIGADIER  QUILL IAU;  No,  sir. 

THE  FREMDENT:  In  court  an  order  will  be 
made  for  the  Commission. 

What  date  is  the  evidence  to  be  taken? 

•  IR.  MATTICE:  Y/e  have  not  determined  upon  a 
date,  but  — 

THE  PRESIDENT*  I  think  you  better  leave 
that  open,  because,  if  It  is  going  to  take  all  that 
time  to  go  and  come,  I  won't  be  able  to  go.  It  cannot 
be  covered  in  a  week-end,  so  I  will  have  to  ask  another 


MR.  MATT ICE i  In  that  respect  I  think, 
from  tho  conversation  I  havo  had  with  Colonel 
Kanley,  that  perhaps  such  arrangements  can  be  made 
as  that  a  shorter  route  may  bo  taken.  This  route 
Isa  regular  train  route.  The  only  way  one  could 
go  there  is  by  regular  train  service,  but  it  has 
been  Intimated  that  they  might  set  up  n  special 
run  if  cars  were  provided  that  could  po  straight 
through.  That  seems  to  bo  necessary  because  at 
this  little  village  there  are  no  accommodations 
and  the  train  arrives  there,  at  0830  in  the  morning 
and  leaves  at  0930,  That  is  the  only  other  train 
out.  So,  of  course,  it  couldnH  bo  completed  within 
the  hour  and  that  would  mean  that  the  party  would 
have  to  remain  tlv  ro  until  the  next  day  and  there  are 
no  accommodations.  At  l^ast  it  is  suggested  that 
equipment  be  provided  so  that  the  party  could  live 
aboard  the  car?  and,  if  that  were  done  a  much  more 
direct  route  may  be  used  and  much  less  time  consumed. 

THE  PRESIDENT:  We  will  have  to  leave  that 
to  the  RTO. 

How  many  of  the  defense  counsel  intend  to  go? 

MR.  MATT ICE  *  Five. 

THE  PRESIDENT:  Who  are  thoy? 

MR.  I1ATTICE:  OKAI'OTO ,  SAShGAWA,  BANNO,  one 


other  American  counsel  and  myself  —  that  is  rivo 
and  I  do  not  know  how  many  from  the  prosecution. 

How  many  do  you  9ay? 

FRIGnDIER  TUILLIAM:  At  the  most,  two. 

!?R.  LATTICE:  That  would  be  seven. 

THE  PRESIDENT :  A  Japanese  secretary? 

HR.  MATTICE:  And,  I  think,  a  court  reporter. 
THE  PRESIDENT :  How  many  court  reporters? 

:ip>#  MATTICSj  There  should  be,  I  suppose, 
n  Japanese  an1.  English;  that  would  two 

THE  PiJli  ID3NT :  Yes,  that  Is  xlght.  I

MR.  MATT ICE:  —  an  Interpreter;  that  is  10. 

THE  P.'O'cI DENT :  "Jould  you  want  a  monitor 

as  well? 

?-IR.  HATTICEs  *.Vhy,  I  would  not  think  so. 

Then,  of  course,  a  Member  of  the  Tribunal,  11. 
approximately  11  or  12.  Mow,  I  understand  that  various 

newsmen,  both  Japanese  and  American  — 

THE  FRE^TDENT:  I  am  not  concerned  with  that. 

That  has  to  be  done  independently  of  ne. 

'.SR.  MATTICE:  I  am  not  interested  in  that, 
but  I  am  just  iutriested  because  they  indicated  — 

THE  PRESIDENT:  As  a  matter  of  fact,  this  will 
be  the  s~mp  as  evidence  given  in  chambers  and 


newspapermen  are  always  restricted  from  attending 
proceedings  In  chambers.  The  newspapermen  are  not 
Interested  In  chambers  but  In  court.  I  will  take 
no  cognizance  of  their  desires. 

:tr.  HAT TICE:  Then  the  answer  to  your 
oucstion  would  be  12  or  1?  persons. 

THE  PRESIDENT;  Yes. 

V/hnt  about  the  registrar  of  the  Court? 

COLONEL  HANLEY;  Mr  V/illiam,  will  your 
ordor  include  a  directive  that  the  General  Secretary 
will  set  up  the  necessary  arrangements  for  this 
trip? 

THE  PRESIDENT;  Yes,  I  think  so.  I  will 
leave  it  to  the  General  Secretary  Executive  Officer 
to  make  all  the  arrangements. 

COLONEL  HANLEY:  Now,  we  are  going  to  have 
an  awful  lot  of  difficulty  wUh  the  press  on  this 
because  I  have  been  contacted  on  that  for  the  last 
week. 

THE  PRESIDENT:  You  can't  even  mention  it 
to  me.  Don't  mention  the  press  to  me.  I  cannot 
discuss  it.  It  is  out  of  my  province;  don’t  even 
discuss  it, 

COLONEL  HANLEY:  V/e  can  accommodate  them 
as  far  as  the  accommodations  authorized  will  permit. 
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THE  PRESIDENT:  As  I  understand,  the  proas 
are  not  permitted  in  chambers  and  commissions  are 
taken  in  chambers.  V/hat  Is  taken  in  chambers  is 
read  in  court.  Thereupon  begins  the  interest  of  the 
press. 

COLONEL  IUNLEY:  You  normally  don't  have 
press  people  ’••hen  you  take  testimony  like  that? 

THE  PREi- TDF.NT:  Never.  Commissions  are 
always  taken  in  chambers  and  the  press  are  never 
allowed  into  chambers;  and,  as  a  British  judge  — 
as  an  Australian  judge,  T  could  not  allow  it.  I 
have  explained  before  what  my  attitude  is.  It  will 
rot  change.  It  is  a  position  I  am  not  interested  in 
the  press.  Their  interest  is  in  v/hat  is  read  in 
court  and  that  will  be  read  in  court.  They  may  not 
understand  that. 

I®.  KaTTICE:  I  should  say  this:  On  the 
regular  passenger  schedule,  which  is  all  the  information 
v/c  have  now,  it  would  require  leaving  Tokyo  at  °:30 
at  night,  arriving  in  Sendai  the  next  morning,  chang¬ 
ing  there  and  poing  over  to  Yamagata  where  another 
change  is  made;  traveling  from  there  to  Akita  vhere 
a  15-hour  layover  is  required,  because  that  lino 
that  runs  down  to  this  little  village  from  there,  about 
80  miles,  evidently  runs  only  one  train  a  day  and 
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vou  have  to  wait  then  until  the  novt  morning,  so 
It  will  be  the  second  day  after  leaving  here  before 
wo  reach  this  point, and,  of  course,  It  would  take 
the  same  time  forth^t  journey,  t»o,  three  or  three 
and  a  half  da vs  would  be  consumed  if  we  have  to  po 
that  circuitous  route. 

Kcw,  of  course,  there  are  mora  direct 

routes. 

COLONEL  HAULEYs  Are  there  any  military 
billeting  and  messing  facilities  up  there  in  that 
area? 

MR.  '(ATT ICE:  No,  nothing. 

COLONEL  HANLEY:  Well  then  — 

:IR.  MATTICE:  There  are  no  accommodations, 
not  even  a  Japanese  hotel.  It  is  Just  a  small 
place. 

COLONEL  HANLEY:  I  don’t  know  whether  we 
can  pet  railroad  equipment  to  provide  railroad 
facilities. 

MR.  MATTICE:  That,  of  course,  is  rather 
necessary  and  rather  important  I  should  say,  becaus 
we  can’t  -- 

COLONEL  HANLEY:  There  are  only  certain 
things  that  can  be  done  on  that. 

MR.  MATTICE:  Those  of  us  who  are  not 


military  raen  won't  bo  able  to  live  ofr  the  country, 

I  r.m  afraid.  We  won't  know  how. 

COLONEL  HANLEY*  VJr  will  have  to  take?  a 
carfull  of  K  rations  or  something  like  that  —  dry 
rations. 

!3.  MATTICE:  Of  course,  you  can  do  that. 

Assuming  that  It  would  not  take  over  r. 
few  hours  to  take  the  deposition,  the  round  trlr  by 
this  circuitous  route  would  take  70-75  hours.  By 
the  way,  there  are  no  airfields  there,  so  we  could 
not  go  bv  air.  There  Is  one  up  at  t-endai,  but  that 
does  not  assist  very  much  because  travel  from  here 
to  h'endai  is  comparatively  easv  and  comfortable. 

THE  PRESIDENT I  By  the  way,  talking  about 
the  press,  I  am  assuming  wrongly  that  I  will  take 
this.  The  Judge  who  takes  it  will  have  complete 
control  of  this  proceeding  and  he  can  say  whether 
or  not  the  press  y/111  be  admitted.  If  he  is  a  British 
Judge  he  is  not  likelv  to  say  yes.  He  may*  but  if  he 
is  a  Judge  of  another  country  ho  may  well  say  it. 

^o  that  is  th«  condition,  Colonel  Hanley. 

You  do  approach  the  Judge  who  takes  th'  Commission, 
but  not  myself. 

COLONEL  HANLEY:  Has  the  Judge  been  selected 

yet? 
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THE  PRESIDENT:  Not  vet.  I  will  hnvo  to 
consult  th^  Judges  about  who  is  going. 

MR.  MATTICE:  Will  we  leave  the  date  onen? 
THE  PRESIDENT:  L*ave  it  open  for  the 

moment . 

MR.  MATTICE:  I  assume,  Colonel  Hanley, 
that  you  will  need  a  little  time,  a  few  days  time, 
COLONEL  HANLEY:  I  haven't  th^  slightest 
idea  how  long  it  will  take,  Mr,  Mattice,  but  I  will 
get  at  it  rieht  away  and  consult  the  Rail  Trans¬ 
portation  Office  and  see  how  long  it  will  take, 

MR.  MATTICE:  What  I  had  in  mind  was  that 
the  date  ought  to  be  fired  four  or  five  days  hence 
in  order  to  give  Colonel  Hanley  time, 

THE  PRESIDENT:  I  will  find  out  this  morning 
Mr.  Mattice,  what  Judge  is  likely  to  take  it  but  I 
cannot  go  because  it  will  take  up  too  much  time,  I 
will  suggest  that  one  of  the  younger  Judges  take  it.
